5,000 Students In Unvtersity 


of Muencken Live On $19 a 


Month, Says Rudy Hohlfeld 


(This is the fourth in a series of first-hand descriptions of 


present-day Germany written by Rudolph "Rudy" Hohlfeld, 
former university grid star and son of Prof. A. R. Hohlfeld 
of the German department. In this article Mr. Hohlfeld dis- 
cusses student life at the University of Muenchen.—Editor's 
note.) 


MUENCHEN, Germany,, Jan. 28—Altruistic people have 


found a fertile field in Germany for the sowing of their phil- 
anthropy—and the splendid response from almost every corner 
of the world to the report of need here 
has been most encouraging to the re- 
lief workers. 
Conditions among the 13,000 students 


enrolled in the University at Muenche 
here are still deplorable, however. Care- 
ful investigation has shown that almost 
5,000 of their number have less money 
at their disposal than the minimum cost 
of living—about $19 a month for a stu- 
dent. Strange as it may seem at first, 
the stabilization of the mark which has 
been such a boon to business houses has 
greatly increased the need among stu- 
dents. Amid the chaos of the falling 
mark business houses and particularly 
banks found it necessary to double and 
triple the number of their employes, and it was largely from 
the student body that these forces were received. With the 
return of normal conditions these emergency forces became un- 
necessary and were dismissed. Many students whp had thus 
been able to help themselves are helpless again, for other work 
is not sto be found. There are already about 40,000 unemployed 
in this city of 650,000 inhabitants.
